Mr. Van Breda formed one of a! 


party of English people who had 
taken advantage of the Lvster 
holidays to visit the South Coast 
for the sake of the seaehathing. 
Three more friends from Batavin 
were expected later the ssunceven- 
‘ing (Good Friday). 

The party consisting of two 
ladies and six men, were bathiays 
ia the sea at alittle after i alf past 
five in-the aftcraoon, They were 
guite close jashore and_ever in 

« water of more than four feet or se 
in depth, Suddenly Mr. Vaa 
Breda was heard to cry out for 
help, and his ‘friends rushing to 
the spot, caught hold of him aad 
tried to draw him to the shore. 
‘This, however, was only done after 
great exertions, as the creature 
which had seized him did not re- 
linquish its hold for several 
seconds, During this struggle it 
was obvious to all that Mr, 


’ Van Breda had suffered terrible 


injuries and within a few seconds
